No Congress ever hnd n bettor oppoituni- 


ty lo distinguish itself lliim the Forty third 
Congress had during its Into session, >jut the 
opportunity was not improved. 
V lien the 


Boston Post soys that the Into session was 
"thfl most barren nnd clisrcputaMe session 
of Congress that has over been au expense 
to the nation" it allows its Deruocratic pred- 
ilections to get tho better o( its judgment, 
but It couuot be denied thai Congress has 
disappointed almost over/ body nnd has 
Shown itsolf quite inadequate to the most 
important questions that came before it. 
The bad conduct of tbo Forty-second Con- 
gress put tho public, in n frame of mind to 
be easily pleased. Thoro waa a general feel- 
ing that nothing conld bo worse nnd if tho 
BOW Congress had manifested oven ordina-

MIDNIGHT. 


Tho bodies are supposed to bo nil re- 


covered now. It is impossible to g6t tho 
na&ies of tho injured tonight. Tho oxuito- 
ment is very great. Tho city is filled with 
lamentations. The scene iu tho streets 
around 
tho church 
bailies description. 


Thousands gathered there asking 
after 


friends, waiting for dead, attending the in- 
jured. The entire police force and fire de- 
partment were called out and took charge of 
the work cf removing tho dead nnd wound- 
ed. The broken timbers were hoisted np- 
\rilh difficulty. Tho walls of the church 
did not fall in, but arc seriously damaged. 


Tho church is comparatively a new'one. 


A few minutes before tho floor gave way it 
trembled so that mnuy persons left tho room, 
fearing an accident, which had boon predict- 
ed by many. 


The accident was caused by tho giving 


way of tho joist that supported tho floor. 
;xhe joist ran from both sides of the room to 
a cross stringer, tho middle of which was 
supported by iron rods, pulling tho coiling 
and roof down upon the people, and pre- 
cipitating thorn into tho room below. IL 
N. White was the architect of the building, 
and Dickinson it Coloman did tho carpenter 
work. 


The work of recovery is exceedingly slow,

The knife ia run 
repeatedly between the rows. When th» 
plants btfiiu to crowd, they are transplanted 
again into a colder bed, with eight or ten 
inches of earth. Thus they grow strong 
and stocky. The. weeds Me of course not 
allowed to grow at all, and tho plants are 
well watered. 
The knife being uwd M 


often as once a wcek,the roots become short 
and numerous, and hold tho soil when set 
out. 
Oapt. n. thus secures n ripe crop by 


tho first of July; at Alton, lat. 30 deg. 


FLESH OF FOWLS.—The principal points 


by which to discern tho quality of the flesh 
in a fowl are, says tho Cottage Gardener, 
tho color of tho foot and the kind of skin. 
The yellow foot generally indicates a fowl 
with tpugh flesh, heavy .bones, and yellow 


fat. 
It in very rare that this color docs not 


ahoir itself iu tho skin. However, it does 
not exclude certain (futilities of tlio flesh iu 
the pure descendants of the two 
exotic 


races, Cochin Chinn and Brahma Pootra. 
With tho exception of yellow and green, 
which can never be recommended, all other 
colors from blnck to white are equally indi- 
cations of an excellent flesh. When the 
skin, and above all that of tho sides and 
breast, is of a fiuo. tissue, delicate, and 
easily extended, also having a rosy-pearl^ 
color, olio may be certain that tho flesh is 
good and will fatten rapidly.
